State of Connecticut Consolidated Plan for Housing and Community Development and  
2020-2021 Annual Action Plan for Housing and Community Development 

 
A five (5) day public-examination and comment period will begin on Thursday, September 3, 
2020 and end on Tuesday, September 8, 2020.  The Department of Housing is seeking public 
comment and input on the Draft State of Connecticut Consolidated Plan for Housing and 
Community Development and the Draft 2020-2021 Annual Action Plan for Housing and 
Community Development.  These funds currently include funding for Small Cities/Community 
Development Block Grant (SC/CDBG) program in the amount of $13,851,472, Emergency 
Solutions Grants (ESG) in the amount of $2,366,278, Housing Opportunities for Persons with 
AIDS (HOPWA) in the amount of $265,668, HOME funds in the amount of $9,447,328 and the 
National Housing Trust Fund in the amount of $3,750,859 
 
The Department of Housing will conduct a VIRTUAL PUBLIC HEARING on September 3, 2020 
beginning at 11:00 AM and ending when all attendees have had an opportunity to comment.  
Please be aware that this virtual public hearing will be recorded, and posted on the 
Department’s website after its completion.
